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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure which is not enabling. A two step plasma process is critical or essential to the 
practice of the invention, but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the 
disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). It is noted 
that claim 8 does not require a two step plasma process. The claim require only one 
positively recited plasma step of subjecting reactor chamber in situ to hydrogen or a 
mixture of helium and hydrogen. 

3. Claims 10-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for specific gas mixtures, does not reasonably 
provide enablement for any non-specified gas mixtures. The specification does not 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to practice the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. The 
specification teaches only specific gas mixtures and fails to provide any guidance 
regarding any other gas mixtures, which can be used. Without such guidance an 
ordinary artisan would not be able to practice the claimed invention without undue 
experimentation. 
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4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 8 and 10-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 8 is indefinite because it is not clear what is referenced as "process 
conditions". 

Further, the claim merely recites the use of spectroscopy, but fail to recite any 
positive manipulative steps. 

Since the claim does not set forth any steps involved, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 

Claims 10-17 are indefinite because it is not clear what is referenced as "process 
conditions". 

Claims 10-17 are indefinite because it is not clear how the process conditions are 
determined. 

Claims 10-17 are indefinite because it is not clear what is referenced as "striking 
the first gas mixture". 

Claim 15 merely recites the use of spectroscopy, but fail to recite any positive 
manipulative steps. 
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Since the claim does not set forth any steps involved, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 

Claim 14 is indefinite because it contradicts to claim 10, which requires 
"determining". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. ■ The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 8, 10, 11, 13 and 15-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Xia et al. 

Xia et al teach a method as claimed. See entire document, especially columns 
14, 19 and 54-60. 

Xia et al teach first stabilizing the chamber by flowing inert gas including He and 
Ar recited by the claims, and generating plasma. Xia et al further teach cleaning of the 
chamber with hydrogen plasma alone or diluted with a carrier gas. The disclosed carrier 
gasses comprise the claimed He and Ar. 

Xia et al also teach the use of optical methods to control processing. 

Xia et al teach the operation conditions as claimed. It is noted that the pressure 
"about 0.8 Torr" and "about 0.5 Torr" is referenced by the disclosure of Xia et al.
